— Though only two <hiys of 
foaturelfss cards have l»eeii run off, old Brighton 
Bench has already achieved such a remarkable suc- 
cess linancially and otherwise that the management 
announced a new program for next we<-k, which pro- 
vides for daily purses ranging in value from f.'iOO 
to each, and values may he substantially in- 

creaseil from day to day. N'o race will have less 
than $.VK> added money. It is certain that this asso- 
ciation will make money on the meeting ns a whole. 
If the attemiauce ke«‘ps up to the standard of the 
tirst two days. The Brighton road transit accom- 
mo<latiou this season Is far l>ehind that of the pre- 
vious years. Instead of being landed right at tlu 
entrance race-goers bow have to get over a half 
mile of a rough journey to get to the main gates. 

The skillful horsemanship of Sweet, a suddenly 
•leveloped jockey, was the outstanding featiu-e of 
ttalay’s racing. Dr. H. E. Rowell’s apprentice 
scored two nmiarkable victories, on Trash, a favorite 
in the fourth race, at II to 5, and on Black Mary, 
a third choice, at ♦» to 1, in the closing race. Both 
races were won in the lust stride of rousing finishes. 
Thomas H. Williams of California has a great trio 
4if j«M'keys, in Miller, Gill»ert and Sweet, this sea- 
son. T. W. Coulter has l>een given second call on 
Sweet, who is a California la»rn l>oy, sixteen years 
of age, and rides at eiglity five imumls.

Ftir a 7 to 10 chance, Vervaiie’s victory in tiie 
steeplechase was one of tiie most uiinpie on reccn-d. 
Hopelessly la-aten from tiie start, Rainey’s marc, 
aftt'r nearly two miles of wliat seemed unavailing 
cnileavor, suihh'iiiy was given a cliaiice when tiie two 
leatlers put tliemselv4*s out of commisshHi liy unskill- 
ful fencing anil left the lalds-on favorite to come 
home practically alone. 

Trasii and Takaiiira wc-re tlic only otlwr winning 
favorites to make giKsl during the afternoon. 'Fhe 
most pretentious race of tiie day was the fourth, a 
handicap at a mile and an eighth.

STATUS OF NEW YORK BETTING CASES. 

For the first time in a nnintier of years a grand 
jur.v lias lieeii sworn in in Kings County to si'r.e 
during Jnl.v and .Xugust. .\cting District .Xttorney 
Killer liad announceil last Friday that a grand jury 
would he called this week and tliat he would lake 
the eases <if the men arrested at tiie race tracks 
before lliat iMaly. 

Melville Collins, who was diseliargeil on a writ of 
habeas corpus by Justice Bisidioff, of the Su[ireme 
Court, last week, will Ik‘ caul'll tiefore tlic grand 
jur.v and Mr. Elder will attempt to have him in- 
dicted for accejiting money on a wager made on a 
horse race. 

This is the first time in legal liistory that a man 
who lias lieen illsi-liarged b.v the court on halieas 
<orpus proceedings has been called a second time to 
face the court on the same offensr- without any 
change in the evidence. But Mr. Elder declared 
last week he would have Collins Indicted and he ex- 
I>ects to do so. 

.Mr. Elder also announced last Friday that he 
would endeavor to secure tiie iiidictiiieiit of (!oney 
Island JiK-key Cliili officials for fiirnlsliing informa- 
tion to laarkinakers ami la'rmitting them to do busi- 
ness in the race track enclosure in violation of tiie 
law. The new law makes it a violation to “fur- 
nish an.v place” for this piiriaise. 

In the meantime tin* injunction pria-eeding is pend 
ing tiefore Justice Blaiieliiird. of Hie .Supreme Court, 
in New York. it is hardl.v likely tliat Hie Kings 
Conniy grand jur.v will do aii.vHiing liefore Hiis 
decision is lianded down. It is a pivotal matter and 
upon it rests iiiueh of the further action of .Mr. 
Elder.

Glimmer Defeats Ellicott and Equals the Track 
Record at a Mile and a Sixteenth. 



Detroit. Midi.. July 8. — Tliere was a decided 
improvement iu the racing at Windsor today. The 
card was one of tlie liest offered at the meeting, 
gisid liorses being in several of tiie races. Ki>en 
contests were in order, the finishes in threi- of Hie 
raifs finding the first two heads apart and fighting 
it out. R. F. Carman’s staJde fiiniished llie only 
wiiiniiig favorite of the afternoon, in Walerhiiry, 
which captured the sixth race. Waterbury was 
hcavilj- hacked awa.v from liere and his pisiple are 
reiMirted to liave won Iiaiidsomcly over tiie black 
iDlt’s victor}'. The track was prolialily faster than 
on an.v previous day of the meeting.

HORSEMEN AT LATONIA IN A QUANDARY. 



Windsor and Fort Erie the Only Havens of Refuge 
in Sight and Both Crowded. 

Ciiiciniiali, <»., July 8. — Tiie T.alonia track pre- 
sented a deserted appearance tiHlay, despite liciiig 
tlic quarters of numerous Iiorsemeii and tliei" 
cliarges. Talk of attempting to lease the track for 
racing piiriioscs was again revived. Imt as iki inili- 
vidiial can'll to assume resiKinslliility for Hie move- 
meiit the sclieme fell flat. It is now patent tli.it 
Hie gales will stay closed until some time in Hct> 
her. Tlic feeling is still higli aganfst the iiiiiiage 
meiit for its action in not continuing the meeting 
until J11I.V IS. the term nllotted liy the Racing Com 
missiiiii. It is generall.v siipiwised that the Latonia 
Joi-key Gliili will again make application to the 
Kentuck.v Itacing Commission for dates this fall, 
aisl will insist chi carrying on its race meeting 
with iMMikmakers. The failure of tiie Racing t'om- 
inissioii to sanction iMNikniaking may thou precipi- 
tate antagonism, and tlic whole affair ma.v eventu- 
ally lie Hiraslied out in the i-ourts. 

.Many of Hie iiorsciiicii are in a quandary where 
to sliip, as stiildc room at the tracks now in opera- 
lion is at a premium. Telegrams from Windsor to 
si'vcral horsemen arc to tlic effect Hint all avall- 
alile space within a radius of five miles is lakcii. 
The improvements now going on at Fort Erie are 
acting as a che<'k to sliip|iiiig Hicre, as the track 
proper for Hie present is initit to prepare horses on.

Rome Res|iess and T. C. McDowell’s strings will 
follow as soon as available cars can be socurt'd for 
tlieir transportation.

The boy grew into 
a man, went to .Australia, made money and relumed 
to England.

Set up as a traiiier, wliich from the imiiit of view 
of Mr. Bell, was the same thing. He told Fagan 
he wanted to buy SiMiie ra<-e horses and Fagan siig- 
ysated yearlings. One of two bought was Old China.
